companies. 


Four roads, according to the News 


informant, will be included In the 
merger, the Jersey Central being now 
.controlled by the Reading; company. 
The plan for a coalescence, it is said, 
has been in contemplation for nearly 
a year and has been held in abeyance 
owing to the inability of the promot- 
ers to get possession of a majority of 
the Lehigh Valley shares. 


The interested parties are particu- 


lar to emphasize that the unification 
will not interfere with the individual 
management. The roads are not to 
lose their identity. 
The earnings 


will all flow into one treasury, which 
will pay expenditures, dividends and 
have charge of the fiscal part of the 
companies generally.

Noted Educator Says There is 


Evil in the Money of the 


Magnate. 


Milwaukee, Wls., Dec. 30.—Dr. 


John Bascom, formerly president of 
the University of Wisconsin, who is 
attending the Wisconsin state teach- 
ers' association convention, made a 
sensational attack 
upon John D. 


Rockefeller and the Chicago 
uni- 


versity in an address yesterday aft- 
noon. He said: 


"No money that Is obtained at the 


expense of the people can ever be 
used 
for the good 
of the people. 


There are no trusts in the intellec- 
tual world and no 'corners' in the 
kingdom of heaven. 
I doubt 
the 


power of any 
university 
to turn 


money that has been made at the 
expense of the community into the 
welfare 
of the community. The 


taint of a bad temper will cling to it 
like a flavor in an unclean infusion. 


"The present contention 
of men 


over riches is like the fighting of 
dogs over a bone. The victor limps 
away, under a blind instinct, buries 
his bone, and then forgets it. Bones 
have not even nourished the dog life 
wasted upon them. 
The glory of a 


reality not yet real, the splendor of 
a work not yet accomplished, the 
beauty of a day that has 
not yet 


dawned, these are the 
enthusiasm 


of the teacher, and into these eter- 
nal terms he must translate all hu- 
man experience." 


HITS CHICAGO TTNIVEBSITY. 
As this was apparently aimed at 


the Standard Oil magnate, he was 
asked for an explanation, 
and he 


said: 


"Certainly I meant the Chicago 


university and its acceptance of the 
gifts 
from John 
D. Bockefeller. 


When an Institution 
founded and 


maintained for the benefit and educa- 
tion of the youth of the public ac- 
cepts money which has been gained 
in direct defiance of laws and prin- 
ciples laid down by that public it 
vitiates its influence on the minds 
of those students upon whom it is 
its duty to exert a good and moral 
influence. 


"Therefore, I say that money ill- 


gotten, that is, at the direct expense 
of the people, can never be used for 
the benefit of tho people. I do not 
feel tho same about Andrew Carne- 
gie's gifts to the colleges and to the 
communities at large. He gained his 
;money according to the rules which 
were recognized by the public, and 
by a protection which the public af- 
forded him with Its full consent, and 
though I do not believe he ought to 
have been given 
that 
protection, 


still it made his gains perfectly law- 


ful. 
Therefore, the 
same 
stigma 


cannot be attached to them as to 
the enormous gains 
made by the 


Standard Oil company. The 
prac- 


tices of the latter are directly con- 
trary to law, both ethical and statu- 
tory, and being in defiance to such 
laws, one who accepts 
the profits 


from such practices accepts a por- 
tion, at least, of the responsibility 
of the acts 
whereby they 
were 


gained. 


FEELING IS AROUSED. 


"I never go near 
the 
divinity 


school of Chicago university without 
wanting to tell them what I think of 
their accepting money made by the 
underselling of poor men, crowding 
them out of business 
and immedi-

Fort Wayne, died at 7 o'clock this 
morning at his home, 2017 Fail-field 
avenue. 
Cnpt. Harrison's age was 


67 years, 11 mouths and 22 days and 
his death was due to heart disease. 


Capt. Harrison had been ill but a 


few hours, and his death came with 
startling suddenness. 
Though not 


in the best of health for some years, 
he was able to get about the city, 
attending to business matters and 
was a well known character. 
Yes- 


terday he seemed more active than 
usual, worked a portion of the day 
at cleaning the snow from about h!-i 
premises, ate a hearty supper last 
evening and retired at the customary 
h"<ir nnrwrenrly i7i ordinary benlth. 
At 11 o'clock last night, however, 
he was stricken with an attack of 
heart trouble. Paralysis intervened, 
the patient lapsed into unconscious- 
| ness and despite the efforts of phy- 
sicians, 
Capt. 
Harrison 
declined 


steadily until the end came at 
7 


o'clock: today. 


The deceased 
was 
a 
native of 


Maryland, but had been a resident 
of Fort Wayne since 1859. Prompt- 
ly at the outbreak of the civil war 
Mr. Harrison enlisted in the union 
army, 
serving 
with 
gallantry 


throughout that conflict and rising 
to the rank of captain. 


Capt. Harrison's regiment was the 


Twelfth Indiana infantry and Ho en- 
listed in May, 3861, as corporal of 
company G. When discharged from 
the service in June, 1865, he was 
captain of company B. 


At the close of the war he returned 


to Fort Wayne and entered the ser- 
vice of the Pittsburp, Fort Wayne 
and 
Chicago Railroad company 
as 


brakemau, later rising to the place 
of passenger 
conductor, which he 


held until he was forced to retire in 
1S71 by reason of an affection 
of 


liia eyes. Since that time Capt. Har- 
rison had been living a retired life. 


He was united in marriage in 1809 


to Mrs. Mary Dalman who, with four 
stepsons, survive.
